yesterday afternoon. Toe wanper in which the
case was worked up will be loand to be invested
with as mueh interest as the robbery at the out-
set was surrounded with mystery, Early

yesterday morniog the detective *put himéself
ogether,” us a prize-tighter would say, and
began ecarneslly to conslder the olgaces of
being successiul In bis undertaking, and, wfter
due conslderation, to work up the case, The
frst clue obtained wus furnished by Officer
Willlam Cargill, of the Ninth Precinet, who
remembered, on readiog the account of the
mbherf- in Tuesdny's Herald, that he had
uoticed four casks, answering to the deseription
of thuse mentioned in the publication, standing
on Jane gtreet nbout 7 o'clock on Mouday even-
fng. How they came there was the next ques-

Collyer, of Balti-
more, and Barmey Awron, of New York, for
$2500 a side and the champlonship of the Light
Weighta of Ameriea, took place at B8+50 A, M.
At the end of the sixty-ninth round, atter a fight
of two hours and ten minutes, the sponge was
thrown up by the seconds of Collyer,

William McMullen, of Philadelphia, was chosen
referee.

The seconds of Collyer were Johnny Roach,
of New York, and Paddy Meely, of Phila-
delphia,

The seeomnds of Asron were Joe Colburn, of
New York, and Jobn Dunn, of Brooklyn.

There were some fifteen hundred people in
the ring, which was pitched inside an amphl-
theatre on the high ground across the creek,
just opposite the steamboat whar!.

The cholce of position was won by Aaron, and
be chose the southern corner, with his back to
the sun,

Beveral small bets were offered even on Aaron,
and quickly covered by the Collyer men.

Aaron entered the ring at 8:17 A, M., smid
tremendous cheers, and Collyer soon follo wed,
and was algo greoted with great cheering,

The fight commenced at 8'50 A, M.

First blood was drawn by Aaron,

The fight closed at the end of the sixty-ninth
round by Collyer getting both eyes closed,

The Prize Fight—Aaron the Victor,

AqQuia CREEE, June 19.—The prize-ight party
armved at 7 o’'clock. Tbhe ring was erected on
a bill vear Aquin creek, und the amphitheatee
was sufliclent 10 accommodate 3000 people. The
conduct of the bullles was outrageous on board
the boat during the voyage down. There was
thieving and robbery, and bresking into state-
rooms, and & number of persons were boldly
robbed.
